NEWSPAPERS AND PREACHERS. 

To tiik Editor;— Not long ago 1 had 
the jirivilegu of listening to it vory in- 
teresting sermon by Rev. Mr. McLeod on 
" Sunday Observance," and 1 see from 
the "Town Major" that tho Rev. Mr. 
Starr has followed with an able sermon 
on tho same subject, and 1 have no doubt 
ministers of other churches have, from 
time to time, preached upon this subject ; 
but, outside of those who happened to be 
present in the particular church, the 
world knows nothing of it, and for this I 
venture to write - — should not sermons bo 
published in brief in the secular press V 

While I was listening to the eloquent 
words of Mr. McLeod, tho thought oc- 
curred to me that, perhaps, there was not 
a single person present who was in the 
habit of desecrating the Sabbath. 1 look- 
edaround me, but saw only good people par- 
ticularly engaged in keeping the day holy. 
I then thought of the hundreds of persons 
in Victoria who never go to church 
at all, and no power will ever induce them 
to go there. Although the preacher may 
speak in thoughts that breathe and words 
that burn, ho might as well cry to a comet 
"stop ! stop ! " so far as it concerns those 
who are abiont and never hear him, But 
everybody rends tho newspapers, and the 
Church will bo obliged, sooner or lator, 
like all other institutions in the world, to 
use the great medium of communication. 
The custom of teaching religion from the 
pulpit alone originated before the ago of 
newspapers. One hundred years ugo poli- 
tics and public measures were advocatod 
by orator* from the hustings, but now a 
political speech has just such effect as the 
newspapers choose to allow. 

Rev'. Joseph Cook, llev. Ctias. Spur- 
geon, Rev. Dr. Parker, Rev, Dr. Tal- 
uiage, and several other successful preach- 
ers have reporters employed, whose re- 
ports are revised by tho minister before 
publication. Short hand is becoming so 
widel) known that each church of import- 
ance could haVe its short hand reporter. 
Every sormon may not be of sufficient 
interest for publication, and the local 
press could not provide for thuin all, but, 
say, take one sermon front each church 
once a month, show no preference to any 
sect, and publish no sermon which refers 
to disputed doctrines of Church govern- 
ments, etc., for such ure not worth "set- 
iug up." The press would be only doing 
its duty to the public b3' giving publicity 
to the thoughts of men who are engaged 
in teaching those Bimple lessons of virtue 
which have received the approval of the 
wise men of all ages.

"The Groveries." "Meet me under the 
i/rinid dome," is the tryst of Glasgow 
bachelordom with Glasgow maidendom at 
the present.

The exhibition will pass 
away, but not its results. It will teach 
tho habit of intelligent recreation and the 
value of easy intercourse in a pleasant 
form. We will have something hereafter 
like a permanent Beacon Hill. The 
switch-back railway brings in about $500 
every day. They are adding another. 
The Italian gondolas on tho Kelvin are 
equally popular, A sail and a song for a 
bit. I wish 1 had suggested an Indian 
canoo in time; I thought of it. Two 
Songish warriors "mammoking stick" 
would have been a special feature, and 
would have been voted "hyas clooshe. "

THE PICTURE OALLERY. 

More good pictures have been brought 
together than anywhere in the country 
beyond the National gallery. We have 
representations from the Scotch, Swedish, 
French, Dutch and Italian schools. The 
ihtf d'mvre is a Sir Joshua Reynolds, 
for which Sir Charles Tennant, M. P., 
paid $160,000. Tho "Fortune Tellers" is 
the title. Two children are looking at 
each other's hand and prophesying the 
future. The interest on this sum is about 
$6,000, and the proprietor is supposed to 
see it about three times in a year and 
remarking "this is a Reynolds." The 
remark and the smile that accompanies it 
costs $2,000. Next it thore is the pic- 
ture of "Hard Timet," a reminiscence of 
tho cotton famine during the American 
war. It belongs to tho city of Manches- 
ter. It depicts a family on the tramp, 
the man tired out, resting his bundle 
on the wall at thojroadside, while his wife 
with wan face is nourishing a sickly child 
at her breast, while two others have fall- 
en asleep beside her. In the same room 
there is Sir Horatio MacCulloch's "Kil- 
chum Castle, Loch Ave," which has boon 
more frequently engraved than any other 
picture in the country. There are some 
grand paintings of Swedish scenery, as 
well as the brilliant though peculiar speci- 
mens of the French school. 

In the artisan's section there is a neck- 
lace cut out of a common stone, all the 
links complete, not a flaw or crack in sny. 
It is a marvellous manifestation of skill. 
Thore are East Indians at work upon 
silver. There are men polishing diamonds 
at another. There are girta laee making, 
from Aylesbury; glove makers from Paris; 
and flower makers from Belgium. 

THE QUEEN'S PRESENTS, 

on loan, attract most attention. They 
are magnificent, especially those from her 
subordinate rulers in India. Some of the 
boxos containing the sddresses of corpora- 
tions are most beautiful, that from Mel- 
bourne particularly. I looked carefully 
for those from Victoria, Westminster anil 
Kamloops, but I did not find them. 

There is a reproduction of the Bishop's 
Castle, the former seat of rule in Glasgow. 
It looks wonderfully real, altho' got up of 
wood covered with canvas and stucco. All 
old curiosities are stowed in here, Wal- 
lsce s sword, Bruce's brooch, Queen 
Mary's chair, and other nick-nacks. 

But the chief charm is outside in the 
grounds, where the bands are playing 
among the troes aud shrubbery, and where 
there are bungalows, kiosks and divans; 
where all creature comforts are to be had.

Tbe Bicycle Tiik. 

London, July 17. — The government's 
acceptance to-night of an amendment to 
the local government bill putting a tax on 
hicycles will be sure to raise a storm al 
most equal to that which greeted the ori- 
ginal purpose of Mr. Goshen to tax every 
kind of wheel. Tho amendment proposed 
u tax of two shillings and six ponce on 
each wheel. The use of bicycles ill the 
I'nited Kingdom is very extended aud for 
the past few years this rapid mode of con 
veyanco has become exceedingly popular, 
Tbe outcry raised against the tax will bo 
determined and loud, for the owners of 
wheels, who think any tax is an outrage, 
consider the one proposed excessive. 
They claim that their machines do not 
hurt the roads in any manner and that 
the government has no right to impose 
upon them a tax which they were obliged 
to drop regarding other vehicles. It is 
generally believed that Goscheu has binn 
dered iu accepting the amendment and 
the measure moans another backdown for 
the government. 

Wholesale Evictions. 

Everybody is expecting a grand riot in 
England to-morrow. An enormous evic- 
tion scheme is to be inaugurated on the 
Vandaleur estate at bulrush, County Clare. 
The p)an includes the eviction of one 
hundred slid fourteen families. Captain 
Crocker and the sherilt of Clare will pro 
coed to tho estates with a force of 600 
soldiers and police who will attack the 
tenants and attempt to evict them. Every 
able bodied member of the 11 4 families is 
prepared to resist to the las', the attack 
and a hard fight seems to be certain. The 
arrears of rent owed by tho tenants 
amounts to £80,000. The Vandaleur 
troubles began back in 1874, when the 
late Col. Vandaleur was defeated in his 
contest for parliament, and he never for- 
gave his tenants for not returning him, 
and in a spirit of revenge he raised his 
rents to the highest legal point. Of course 
the tenants rebelled and there has been 
trouble ever sinco, culminating now in 
wholesale evictions.

Ho spoke lof Confederation as a magnifi- 
cent experiment, the results of which 
could not &b yet be proclaimed with con- 
fidence. Some vital questions must still 
be regarded as open, but his experience 
had taught him that Canadian opinion, 
while moat independent, was most friend- 
ly to England."

Articles in British Columbia papers on 
Dominion Day, reviewing the progress of 
events for the past twenty-one yeurs, have 
a genuinely patriotic ring about them. 
It is gratifying to find British Columbians 
thoroughly identifying themselves with 
the country at large. The only growlers 
are tho Maritime Province Grits, especial- 
ly those of Nova Scotia, who would be 
delighted if they could "smash Con- 
federation."

If the stories 
visitors tell of the salubrious climate, soil 
and resources of Vancouver Island are all 
true there is n groat future in store for 
the Pacific Province, and when it is 
achieved Victoria's position will be an im- 
portant one.

The little village where I was staying in 
Chill lay at the very base of the Ancles, 
with ulioiit a mile of plain stretching away 
to the ocean. At sunrise' on the very 
first morning 1 was In the place I was 
•wakened by a great commotion, among 
tho populace. Springing from the palm 
mattress on which I had been sleeping, I 
looked out of the low window of my 
apartment. Men, women and children 
wore running through the narrow streets 
yelling wildly, und men on horseback 
dashed awny . across tho plain, in which di- 
rection the excited tuob of villagers was 
tending. A roar as though a hurricane- 
were passing came up from the plain, 
and there was a tremor in the earth 
that alarmed me. I Inquired what 
the trouble was, and was told that it 
was nothing but the condors, which 
had come down that morning in 
large force from the mountains and were 
even then engaged in selecting cattle 
from ' the village herd. Looking across 
the plain I discovered for the first time 
that a great cloud of dust covered it for 
a wide area, from Which came the roar 
and the tremor that had alarmed me. 
The cloud and the roar and tho tremor 
were made by the herd dashing furiously 
about on the plain, lieelng in terror be- 
fore the pursuit of tlie condors. Quickly 
•addling my horse, which was quartered 
In the small inn yard, 1 dashed away 
across) the plain to enjoy a close view >f 
the disturbance and wee what its outcome 
would be, passing on my way jabbering 
and shouting groups of villagers hurry- 
lug on afoot toward the flying cloud of 
dust, in which were hidden the common 
property of the place and its ravenous and 
determined foe. 

As I rode up to within a dozen rods of 
• he stampeded cattle, one of the herd 
burst suddenly from the dense volume of 
dust. Four immense condors followed it, 
and, swooping dowu upon It, tore at its 
flesh with their great claws and punc- 
tured und lacerated It with their strong 
beaks. The animal's eyes were blood- 
shot and were wild with terror. Its bel- 
lowlngs were terrible to heur. It lashed 
its tail in agony against its torn and 
bleeding sides, and rushed aimlessly in 
all directions, while tlie huge vultures 
beat against it and slashed and ripped it 
with beak and claws. While I galloped 
along and watched this sickening mutila- 
tion of this helpless steer the herd dashed 
an. and every condor that was following 
it seemed to abandon it, and, whetted by 
the sceut of the blood that flowed from the 
wounded steer, joined In Its mad pursuit. 
Although the poor beast sped over the 
ground like the fleetest racer, the attack 
Injj birds kept close by its side, plying 
their terrible beaks and talons. The herd, 
free from the a-suults of the condors, 
came to a stop n mile' or so away, aud tho 
mounted- herdsmen dashed bnck to tho 
scene I was watching. They carried 
lassos and spurred their horses after tho 
steer, which was now closely followed by 
the whole Held of vulturas. The proces- 
Mon of following villagers had also ar- 
rived at the spot and, huddled about In 
noisy groups, hurled many Spuuish curses 
at the bold flock of condors that was 
liiitclieiing one of their best animals be- 
fore their very eyes. 

Following the beleaguered steer, and 
circling around it as it dashed here aud 
there in its vain attempts to escape from 
the torture to which its cruel pursuers 
were subjecting it, the herdsmen cast 
their lariats uguin anil again, and after 
several attempts each lassoed a condor. 
Once the poor steer, as If looking to us for 
juslstance in his extremity, rushed in 
among the horsemen ami crowds of spec- 
tators. Regardless of our presence the 
desperate condors clung to his bleeding 
►ides or dashed along in his wake. Tho 
doomed auimal was black with dust and 
streaming with blood from a hundred 
wounds. The excited crowd scattered be- 
fore the advance of the steer, and the 
lassoers, having strangled to death the 
i.iHidors they had captured, advanced 
again to cast their lariats. 

The steer circled around in a stumbling 
and unsteady way. He carried his head 
high, and once staggered and fell. With a 
great effort he regained his feet and onco 
more moved toward the crowd of specta- 
tors. "BTockiy fbaui dropped In great masses 
from his mouth His loud cries of agony 
had changed to husky moans. His tongue, 
red and swollen, hung at full length from 
Ms mouth'.' As he passed me a huge con- 
dor dushed forward, seized the steer's 
tongue in its beak and wrenched it out by 
t he roots. The steer threw his head up 
with a heartrending cry, and then I saw- 
two hideous, sightless cavities, dripping 
blood, where his eyes had been plucked 
iioiu their sockets. 

The spot where the steer had been 
separated by the condors from the herd 
was not more than an eighth of a mile 
from the sea shore, and the animal had 
b<?en dashing, madly about on tho plain, 
hireling and zigzagging here and there 
without drawing any nearer to the water. 
Suddenly, tpngueless and sightless, and 
tottering and rapidly weakening under 
his myriad wounds, ho wheeled, turned 
his head toward the ocean and, gathering 
himself as "if for a last desperate effort, 
clashed madly away in that direction. 
Plunging aud reeling onward aud still 
pursued by every ravenous vulture, the 
dying steer rushed straight for the surf. 
He reached the margin of tlie sea and 
fell dead with his head in the waves. 
Instantly a ' score of ' beaks were tear- 
ing the dead animal's flesh from his 
hones. , I spurred my horse forward 
and galloped to the spot where the vul- 
tures were stripping the carcass. ' When 
I reached the bench the great birds rose 
lastly, one after another, from the feast 
und floated upward In oblique circles 
until they were mere specks against the 
snowy summits of the Andes. A skeleton, 
half submerged by the tide, marked 
whore' the tortured steer had fallen. 
When I returned noross the plain vindic- 
tive villagers were kicking the three 
lassoed condors about and stamping them 
into tho ground, hissing curses between 
their teeth at every kick. In the distuuee 
the lately disturbed herd wa-s grazing 
quietly, as if no condor had ever threat- 
ened the peace of its domain.— Kd. Mott 
in New York Mull and Express.

Dr. Lavoll, the warden of Kingston 
Penitentiary, a few days ago, in an ad- 
dress, stated thut pf fifty-eight convicts 
who have oome into his eusto/iy shice tho 
beginning of the present year, only one is 
ovor fifty years of age, while fifteen are 
between twenty and twenty-live, and 
thirteen are under twenty. At least two- 
thirds of the new convicts are under 
thirty. The warden questioned the thir- 
teen young criminals 11a to the causoa 
li/hich led tltftln into crime and found that 
they began with disobedience to parents, 
evil associate,") and Sabbath breaking. 
The general prevalence of illiteracy among 
(he criminal cIubhcs is atrikiug. Two- 
thirds of these convicts fire unable to even 
read. One of tho most ominous signs of 
our day is the lank of respect which child- 
ren are allowed to show towards their 
patents ; and thu .latter, in ilu; face of the 
foregoing facts, by neglqctiug to oxact 
proper respect for and deference to .thoiu- 
selves .>aud to ont<wp obedience, aro 
paving .the w.ay for diBcrboJ^cneb to the 
laws of .Uw state, and a caroer of oi 'ujtp 011 
tho pa»'.t of itWr childron. Qur scho,otii 
nr* the et\omie» of AHWjMj .'"'d every effort 
should bo ,».nado to .di^uiiMl /Jliteracy. 
It, is to the ailvaiduy.u ot $jb ciin^y^pjty 
to educate children when J'ouug, racier 
than to imprison them when Limy £f'/)jy 
up.— -Ctoimto Law Journal.

Gray, Mrs. A. C. Anderson, Mrs. Croas- 
daile, Rev. Mr. and Mrs. Starr, Rev. Mr. 
Beanlands, Rev. Mr. Fraser, Hon. Jno, 
Robson, Senator Macdonald, Mr. E. C. 
Baker, M.P., Mayor Grant, W. C. Ward, 
Robt. Ward, H. E. Croasdaile, C. E. 
Redfeni, R. E. Jackson, A. C. Anderson, 
T. Tyc, Hy. Mansell, Chas. Hayward, C. 
Booth, J. McB. Smith, Rev. Mr. McLeod, 
A. B. Gray, J. Finlayson, Ex-Mayor 
Fell, Dr. Win. Jackson, Sheriff McMil- 
lan, and about twenty-five others. 

On motion of Mr. C. E. Redforn the 
chair was taken by Mayor Orant at 8:30, 
who in a few words explained tho object 
for which the meeting was called. 

Mr. B. W. Pearse regretted that a 
larger attendance was not present. He 
gave his views of Imperial Federation, 
and, after explaining his object in desir- 
ing to form a branch of the League, 
moved tlie following resolution : 

"That the principle of Imperial Feder- 
ation is a sound principle for men of 
British nationality to advocate, and every 
tie which unites England and her Colonies 
should be maintained and strengthened." 

Mr. Justice Gray had much pleasure 
in seconding the resolution. In u few 
plain, matter-of-fact words he explained 
what he conceived to be true federation, 
and said in his opinion it was an agree- 
ment between Great Britain and her 
colonies to work together and be a unit in 
preserving the British Empire. He re- 
viewed tho question of representation in 
the Imperial parliament at length. Tho 
formation of the league was not a ques- 
tion of any party or shade of politics, 
it was for the whole country to tako up, 
and the one question to be answered is, 
will Imperial federation promote our wel- 
fare and preserve the consolidation of the 
empire. 

The chairman then put the motion, 
which was carried without a dissenting 
voice. 

Mr. Croasdaile, in moving the next 
resolution, said the movement toward 
Imperial federation had already been 
commenced— the keel of the ship was 
laid. He referred to the system of Im- 
perial defence provided for Australia, and 
took a practical view of the matter. He 
fully expected great things in the future 
from the step already taken, and moved, 
"that in the opinion of this meeting the 
welfare and security of the mother coun 
try and her numerous •'olonies and de 
pendencies would be greatly promoted by 
the adoption of a scheme of Imperial 
Federation— the first step towards which 
would appear to be the formation of a 
"Defensive League.' " 

Seconded by Mr. E. C. Baker, M. P., 
and carried unanimously. 

Rev. Mr. McLeod said lie did not feel 
competent to speak on this subject of 
Imperial Federation, but it was one 
which had his fullest sympathy. He made 
one of his characteristic humorous 
speeches, relating numerous witty anec- 
dotes. Ho hoped the movement would 
be a national one and not partisan, and 
he was ghd to hear party politics were to 
be kept out of the question. 

Mr. Robt. Ward moved, in view of the 
lateness of the hour that the meeting ad- 
journ for one week in older to elect 
oflicers. 

Seconded by Mr. Jauuw Fell. 

In- answer to Mr. Baker, Mr. Croas- 
daile said the league here was in connec- 
tion with tho Imperial Federation of 
London, and had no connection with the 
Canadian League. 

Senator, Macdonald thought to accom- 
plish any good the league should become 
a branch of the Canadian League. 

Aftei some discussion on the subject 
the matter was postponed until next 
meeting. 

Before adjourning the following com- 
mittee was formed: Messrs. Pearse, 
Croasdaile, Redfeni, Fell, and Rev. Mr. 
Beanlands. The committee were given 
power to add to their number. 

A vote of thanks to the chairman termi- 
nated the proceedings. 



A DARK SECRET. 

A Large and Eeprc»eiil«U»e Audience Wit- 
nen the Play-Much Enthusi- 
asm Manifested. 

Over six. hundred people attended the 
performance of "A Dark Secret,'' pre- 
sented by Lewis Morrison and his com- 
pany last evening at The Victoria. The 
play, or at )east the niaiiuer i|i which i| 
was placed on tho stage, »'as a surprise to 
all. In the perfection of its realism it ex- 
ceeded the most sanguine expectation, 
and was far ahead of anything of the kind 
ever attempted in this city. As a descrip- 
tion of the drama has already appeared, 
we will simply say that it is strong, in- 
tensely dramatic, and calculated to im- 
press not only the gallery, but the most 
intelligent people in any audiencu. In 
the third and fourth acts the great water 
scenes, consisting of the Henley regatta, 
its racing shells, real steam launch carry- 
ing passengers, etc., the vivid description 
of the race and its termination, accom- 
panied by the bowlings of the mob and 
the shrieking of steam whistles, all 
aroused the greatest enthusiasm, and the 
curtain fell amid loud and continued 
applause; but it was reserved for 
tho fourth act to reach the 
climax of the play, which is caused hy 
the thrusting of thu herojne bodily into 
the water by the villain, and l)er struggles 
and gasps forl'lifo, and where she finally 
goes under tho surfaue apparently for the 
last time, is really heartrending, Shoissoen 
by tho hero, who leaps from the boat head- 
foremost and brings her to tho surface 
amidst tho yolls of the audience. This 
Kcene was enacted in such a natural man- 
ner that the hero and heroine were called 
before the curtain, dripping as they were 
with water. 

Mr. Morrison as "Stephen Norton, son 
,of Jonas," was at a disadvantage, owing 
to tlilt Inferior role allotted to him, but, 
nevertheless, his powerful style of acting 
showed itself to great advantage und he 
made much out of a part that in other 
hands would probably have proved of little 
merit. He was frequently applaud- 
ed.. Miss Annie Mayor's " May 
Joyoir" was well acted, and Miss Rosabel 
Morrison as "iSftilliB, hof sister," not only 
acted well but presented a charming ap- 
pearance. Miss Florence Roberts ably 
sustained the role of the French woman, 
who in tho attempt to' poison Nellie, is 
frustrated by May who changes the cups 
.of coll'ee. Her death was very realistic. 

Want of space will not permit of our 
giving a complete description of the act- 
ing of oach member, but (iu|lice it to say 
that Mr. Morrison has tho strongest sup- 
port of any company that has yet yisited 
this city, 

At tlie I'OquasJt of a number of ladies 
and geutleinon, Mr. Morrison lias con- 
sented, although under 'great expense, l,v 
IPYf> a matinee this afternoon, when it is 
hoped a large audience will be presunt, 
The tank ,is probably tjio great attract ion, 
and the ingenious mainiur i;| which it is 
urrangod is welj worth seeing.

ROCK CREEK MINES. 

Progress Made During the fast Six Mouths— 
Discovery of Other Ledges. 

Tl>e following report of the work at the 
quartz mines in Rock Crock for the past 
six months, has been received bearing date 
the 26th Juno: 

There were about, fifty men wintered in 
the quartz camp, and this number has not 
so far been materially increased. During 
the early winter months, the only claims 
working were the "Alice and Emliia Con- 
solidated quartz mining company," and 
the "Argon Mineral claim," owned by 
Mr. Jensen and others. In March some 
parties from Portland and Spokane hav- 
ing purchased the "Cariboo claim," com- 
menced developing that property, and 
have since been continuously working. 
Mr. DouglaB of the "Eureka claim," hav- 
ing formed a company in Now York, on 
his return to the camp 111 May, com- 
menced pushing the work vigorously on 
his claim. This gentleman has brought 
in considerable machinery to properly 
carry on his work, and will bo able, should 
it be found desirable, to sink to a depth 
of .'500 feet or 400 feet. It was necessary, 
in order to get this machinery into camp, 
to make a wagon road, and thu miners 
turned out en masse and made a road in 
connection with tho wagon road coming 
from the United States by way of Osoyoos 
Lake, and last week saw the first four 
horse team come into camp. 

The company or syndicate who pur- 
chased the "Cariboo Claim," have, 1 
understand, arranged for the purchase qf 
tlie adjoining claim, the "Amelia," One 
of tho partners informed 1110 that it is the 
intention of thu company to bring in a 
mill and the necessary machinery for 
treating the ore with as little delay as pos- 
sible. As there has been a considerable 
amount of development done on this 
claim and a largo body of ore in Bight, the 
owners are fairly assured of tho value of 
t heir property. 

The "Alice and Emma Company" have 
had a shaft sunk in their claim to a depth 
of sixty-live feet and buildings erected for 
hoisting works. 

Mr. Jensen, on the " A rgeu Claim," has 
a shaft down over forty feet, and on the 
extension known as the "Vancouver," 
has shewn up a good ledgu. 

Mr, Ceo. Tlmuhoi, who has been for 
Homo time working on his claim tho "Car- 
bonate," last week Htruck a line body of 
ore and the claim is considered a valuable 
one. 

A claim known as the "Washington," 
bonded by a Mr. Wilson, has also had 
considerable work done on it. 

In addition to the work done on tho 
i:laillis above mentioned, several claims 
have had the assossiiiuut. work done, and 
iii maiiy casus as much development, as 
the means of their owners permitted; 
There has been considoralo depression in 
camp, botli among fch'e business ni'e'11 and 
thu minora, owing to the scarcity nl money 
and so nlany of tlit, men lieiug idle, 
though tho general fooling is that capi^l 
only is heeded ' to make a successful and 
purniauent camp. 

In the plapivr p|imj>, between six and, 
seven hides from the c , |uaLte'camp,thirtpqp 
men wintered; lliis' number has now j;ee|i: 
increased to forty.' L'p to ' Ihf ■' preaont. 
time, owing to tlto almost continuous 
rafus, y.ei'y littje inbitoy lias been takeu 



out, but doubtless with tho advent of our 
usual hot dry weather, . prospects will 
brighten. 

There are two stores and two hotels at 
the quartz ctmp and one store at the 
placer camp. The bulk of the freight is 
now coming by way of Sicamoos and Pen- 
ticton, tho rates being such, that most 
goods can bo landed in camp cheaper from 
Victoria than front Spokane or Colville, 
and with increased trail facilities, these 
rates may still be further reduced. 

A post office has been established at the 
camp, and Mi. Elliot, the postmaster, in- 
formed me that after this month there 
will be a bi-monthly mail; this will he 
much appreciated, as the want of ade- 
quate mail servico has been a serious 
drawback to tho camp. 

1 may mention that at Boundary creek 
and near the Fourth of July creok, on 
the Kettle rivor, some supposed valuable 
quartz ledges have boen recently rocorded 
and on the former creek, one of the claims 
has been bonded for 830,000. The gen- 
eral bearing of these ledges is easterly and 
westorly, or a little north of east and a 
little south of west, and about five miles 
north of the boundary lino. As the ledges 
at Camp McKinnoy have an almost iden- 
tical bearing, and are about" tho same dis- 
tance from the boundary line, it would 
appear that tho mineral belt follows the 
40th parallel.
